DECLINING STOCKS. 


Opinions of Leading Brokers as to 
the Cause. 
The Attacks Made in the Board Room—Fail- 
ures to Put Up Margins—Conjectures as to 
the Part that Gould is Playing. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, August 14.—Wall street yesterday 
was again in a state of great excitement, not so 
wild, perhaps, as on Saturday, for there was an 
absence of the alarming rumors which came from 
every quarter, but there was no check to the 
stampede to upload, and prices declined as if, 
there was no sustaining power beneath them. The 
decline was even greater than that of Saturday 
and the whirlpool swallowed everything on the 
list, stocks, good, bad and indifferent. The prices 
of securities have declined during the past few 
days to such an extent that the wealth of their 
holders has 

DEPRECIATED MILLIONS OF DOLLARS, 
As the brokers looked over the tape and watched 
the declining figures, or in the board room heard 
the yells of anxious operators offering their 


stock xt constantly decreasing figures, alarm 
was exhibited on many faces, and fears of an 
utter collapse and panic were expressed ny those 
who have not hitherto passed through just such 
periods of excitement. Butit stopped short of a 
panic. The “old-timers” never lost their heads, 
and the conservative element saw mueh of 
promise and good cheer even in the declining 
prices. Though immense sums were calied for to 
cover the margins on the stock held “long,” yet 
to all accounts bat one customer failed to come 
up tothe scratch, anc only one failure—a small 
one at that—was announced. 
TO ADD TO THE CONFUSION 
and excitemeut of the day severai circuits of stoek 
indicators were reported outof order, and many 
brokers were derived of full reports of the quota- 
tions. Then many of fhe private telegraph wires 
were either cut or useless, especially that connect- 
ing the city with Saratoga, where Wm. H. Vander- 
bilt and other big financiers and operators are 
stopping. Wall street was crowded by a curious 
and anxious throng drawn by the excited stock 
market. Among them were judges of the supreme 
and other city courts, officials of the city depart- 
ments, prominent politicians and others. Few of 
them would admit that they were on the street 
because of the collapse of the market, but 
: THE ALARM IN THEIR FACES 
belied their words. The decline in prices was 
| greater than at any time during the year. During 
the first half hour of business, stocks dropped 
to 314. Thencameashort rally of 4.@i%¢ec, but 
the upwara movement gave place to further de- 
cline, prices falling 4.@5%,. Then came a short 
respite and prices were steadier but they could 
not resist the downward torrent and fled. From 
that time onward the bears had it all their own 
way, leaviirg their labors only afew minutes be- 
fore the ustial time, when prices were allo to 
recover about %4@1 per cent.

raid upon it for manipulating purposes. The 
company itself, it was alleged, was never ina 
more satisfactory condition.

MISSISSIPPI NOTES. 


The Bright City of Grenada—A Southern 
Picnic—Enterprising People. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

GRENADA, Miss., August 12.—About midway 
between New Orleans and Cairo, on the Illinois 
Central Railroad, or “Great Jackson route,” is 
situated the prosperous little city of Grenada, 
Mississippi, with & population of 3,000 souls. The 
Missouri and Tennessee Railroad crosses the Illl- 
nois Central road here, making the shipping fa- 
cilities of Grenada first-class. It was here that 
the yellow fever played such havoc in 1878, the 
germs having been brought hither by people from 
abroad, and before the inhabitants even suspect- 
ed the presence of the yellow fiend it was scat- 
tered over the whole of their devoted little elty. 
Nothing now but the littie mounds ana marble 
monuments in the cemgtery remain to tell the sad 
story of the epidemic of that year. 

BUSINESS PROSPERITY. 


A spirit of business enterprise and prosperity 
seems to have taken possession of everybody. 
This is the largest cotton-shipping point on the 
Illinois Central Railroad between Cairo and New 
Orleans, and the citizens of Grenada have just 
awakened to the fact that with a good cotton fac- 
tory they can manufacture goods as eheap if not 
cheaper than any market in the world, being able 
to buy the evtton in the fields if they want to. 
Several thousand dollars of stock have been sub- 
seribed, and we are assured they will hava a fac- 
tory inafew months. They have a fine cotton- 
seéd oil mill that is paying a handsome profit. 
More real estate has changed hands 
within the last three years than since the 
war. Handsome .odrick business houses 
have been put up instead of frame ones, giviug the 
city 4 compacy and. business air appearance. Over 
a hundred thousand dollars of improvements are 
going on in the city now and the saw and ham- 
mer can be heard on ali sides. Grenada has long 
needed a court house, but owing to a heavy rail- 
road debt the cougty has becn unable to build one. 
But the citizens have taken the matter In hana 
and they are soon to have an elegant court house. 
We learned several of these facts from Mr. P. P. 
Lake of the firm of Lake Bros., bankers, a promi- 
nent citizen and chairman of the Democratic exec- 
utive committee. He told us that three years ago 
two bridges were uilt across the Yellow Bushy,a 
stream of some size, and that the citizens raiseda 
private subscription to pay $10,000 of the amount 
and left only $5,000 to be paid by the county. This 
incident will give some idea of the liberality and 
enterprise of some of its citizens. 

FARMING INTERESTS. 

The crops of the adjoining country are promis- 
ing indeed. The cotton which is of course the 
leading product is in a flourishing condiiion. The 
crop was a littie late geiling started to growing in 
the spring but the seasons have qeen so propitious 
since that it has grown very rapidly. Corn will 
make, judging from the present outlook, more 
than an average crop, there is besides more oid 
corn in the country than usual at this season of 
the year. The farmers about Grenada are turn- 
Ing their attention to the raising of stock and 
there are a great many young iorses and mules in 
the county which, wheu ,put in the market, bring 
excellent returns for the expense of raising them. 
There is a most hopeful feeling of “better times” 
among the farmers. 

LOCAL ELECTION. 

Thisisa yearof county aud legislative elec- 
tions in Mississippi, and the people of Grenada 
County, of which Grenada is the county seat, are. 
of course, interested in their approaching local 
election. The county is Dewocratre -and there is 
an effort being made to give the colored element a 
fair showing anda diyide of offices if they come 
in the right spirit and assist the Democrats in 
their efforts to Keep out tricksters and schemers 
and carpet-bacyers.

BETRAYED. 


How the Plots of the Dynamite 
Conspirators were Dis- 
, covered, 


The Fenian Brotherhood’s Plans—Nitro=Glye* 
erine—The British Detectives—McDermott 
Proves to be the Traitor—How a Liverpool 
Tragedy was Averted. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, August 14~—The aynamite Irish- 
men whose plans and emissaries came so sigaally 
to grief in England and Ireland recently have 
what they claim to be convincing proof that their 
plans and emissaries were betrayed to the British 
police by James McDermott, the Brooklyn wara 
politician, whose life was not long ago attempted 
by a mysterious man. This proof consists of an 
account given to one O’ Malley, who claims to be- 
long to the dynamite school, of his meetings in 
Dublin and Cork with McDermott, 

AND A STORY RELATED 
by two members of the Fenian Brotherhood resi- 
dent in Brooklyn of McDermott’s plotting in Can- 
ada. McDermott, it is alleged, learned in Decem- 
ber last that Dr. Gallagher, of Greenpoint, and 
his brother Bernard were abeut to sail for En- 
gland on their mission of destruction, and, 


although no one seems to have placed 
any confidence in him, he followed them 
over provided with a letter from O’ Donovan 
Kossa authorizing him to represent the United 
Irishmen. In Dublin he meta Mrs. Cody, who 
was then supplying food to the hidden murderers 
of Lora Frederick Cavendish and Secretary Burke. 
He lavished much patriotic talk and $1,000 in cash 
upon her and 
IN RETURN SHE CONFIDED 
to him the names of the persons who were paying 
for the food. Shortly afterwards these persons 
were arrested. The remainder of the story of 
MecDermott’s counter plots is told by 0’ Malley. 
and relates to the first arrests in Ireland of the 
dynamite conspirators, Featherstone, (who is 
suid to have been an agent of Rossa), 
Carmody and oa He was warned 
years ago, he says, that McDermott was a spy 
and informer,and when he was asked to meet him 
he declinec and reported the matter to the skir- 
mishers. They deemed it bestto learn what his 
mission was iu Ireland, and O’ Malley was deputed 
to nnd it out. The two met in the Imperial Hotel 
in Cork, and O’Malley’s suspicions of McDer- 
mott’s character were confirmed, but 
HIS JUBILANT EXPRESSIONS 
over the Jondon explosion, which occurred on 
the same night, gave rise to doubts that he might 
be allright. When O'Malley expressed his ad- 
miration jfor nitro-glycerine McDermott 
vifered to teach him how to make it, pro- 
ducing at the same time written directions 
for compounding Greek fire. He desires O’ Malley 
to make copies of the directions with the inten 
ion, itis alleged, of revealing their existence to- 
the police. That plan failed, for after the copies 
were made O’ Malicy burned them. Wheu O’ Mal- 
ley reported to the skirmishers these proceedings 
Featherstone asserted that the directiong for mak- 
ing Greek fire were sent from New York to him, 
but had fallen mtu MecDermott’s hands through 
his false pretenses that they were for him. When 
this information was taken to McDermott and a 
demand made for the paper he offered a copy, say- 
lug that he had 
BURNED THE ORIGINAL. 
Featherstone became enraged and determined 
despite his pertengee's . protests, to deman 
an explanation. le saw MeDermott on 
March 18, and became thorough! 
convinced that he was not all right, althou 
U’ Malley had reported to the conspirators that the 
origiual copy of the Greek fire formula had been 
sent to the castle authorities in Dublin on March 
21. O'Malleysays McDermott attended a meeting 
of the conspirators, making a speech in which he 
proposed to poisona Cork magistrate. On the 
same nig! plans fur the Liverpool] explosion 
were decided on and the next day M rmotte 
went to London. His arrival there was followed 
by the announcement in Parliament by Sir Wm. 
Harcourt that information concerning the exist- 
ence of startling plots to destroy public 
buildings had been offered to im for 
£10,000. Only McDermott and Featherstone knew 
that Deasy had been sent to Liverpool with a box 
of nitro-glycerine. The explosive arrived before 
Deasy, who missed the boat and was seized by the 
police. Ten days later Deasy sailed with more 
nitre-glycerine, after being warned not to take a 
scrap of paper wih him, but McDermott, it is al- 
ledged, intercepted him and gave him a note 
WITH FEATHERSTONE’S SIGNATURE 
introducing him to Flanagin, the consignee. The 
police were awaiting him and -at tne subsequent 
trial the forged letter of introduction went far to 
convict ali the conspirators. When Featherstone 
was arrested he had in his possession the copy of 
the directions for making Greek fire. He saw he 
had been duped by McDermott, for all the men ar- 
rested were only those McDermott had met, while 
other men who had been dolag good work, but 
whom McDermott did not know,were unmolested. 
The next heard of McDermott was ata secret in- 
quiry when the Cork conspirators were held for 
treason felony. As soon as the men were 
held McDermott sailed for Paris, where it is alleged

Shortly afterwards an _ attempt 
to kill him failed, aud Gaynor, the man who tried 
to shoot him in a Chambers street saloon, was ar- 
rested. According to O'Malley it was then: de-

Tombs Qourt to prosecute Gaynor. He was to be 
stabbed as he went to the wituess-stand, and six

ARMED TO THE TEETH, 
were to cover the assassin’s retreat. They feared, 
however, to spill innocent blood in court, and the 
scene of the proposed assassination wes ehanged 
to the Brooklyn Bridge, over which MeDermott 
was to cross the river. When the moment came 
for shooting, the man deputed to do it found that 
he could not kill McDermott because he was not 
visible. While other murderous plans were 
hatching McDermott fled to Europe.

WORKS OF NECESSITY. 

In the proceeding against a Street Railway 
Company for violating the Sunday law, the 
court yesterday required the State to prove 
the negative. preposition—that the running 
of street carson Sunday is not a work of 
necessity. _The State could easily have 
shown that street railways are a modern 
convenience, and that all the great cities of 
the world have grown up and got on very 
well without them until recently. It, there- 
fore, follows that a city can still get along 
without running street cars either on Sunday 
or any other day. 

But on the other hand it would have been 
shown that to stop. them, especially on Suan- 
day, Would put large masses of people to 
great inconvenience, and legal decisions 
have generally treated as works of 
necessity all lines of business’ which 
cannot be discontinued oon Sunday 
without serious inconvenience or discomfort 
to considerable numbers of people. There 
are decisions which, on this principle, hold 
that it is no violation of the Sunday law for 
a landlord to sell whisky or cigars to travel- 
ers on Sunday. 

By the decision of the court yesterday it is 
lawful for the street railway companies to 
work their men and mules fifteen hours a day 
without a single day. of rest all the year 
round. The same principles and treatment 
of the case against the beer gardens would ac- 
quit them also, but for the provisions of law 
specifically applicable to the liquor business, 
and the enforcement of which is demanded 
merely to please the people who would for- 
ever abolish the manufacture or sale of beer, 
wine or whisky. 


GROSS INHUMANITY, 
Yesterday as fire engine No. 7 was being 
driven down Chouteau Avenue at full speed, 
it came in collision with a malt wagon in an 
effort to cross the street-car tracks near 
Schnaider’s Garden. EvuGene O’GORMAN, 
the fireman, was pitched from his foot-board 


‘between the heavy rear wheel and the 


boiler, and whilein that position a steam- 
pipe burst and scalded him. He was burned 
and mangled in a most horrible manner. 
Some time after the accident.a reporter for 
one of the morning papers interviewed Mr. 
MARSHALL, the driver of the reel. This 
eminently humane individual said: 

I don’t know how the d—d fool got hurt. We 


often drove over worse places than that, and go- 
ing faster than we were to-day. 


Mr. MARSHALL further remarked that he 
hadn't been over to see his unfortunate com- 
rade, and in response to the question as to 
whether the poor man had a family or not, 
said: “He has got about a half-dozen kids, 
I believe.”’ ) 

Another. christian fireman named Wm. 
WeRsT, a member of O’GORMAN’S company, 
and the driver who had charge of the team 
atthe time of the accident, being ques- 
tioned, feelingly remarked: ‘‘If the d—d fool 
had not been sostiff he could have pulled 
himself up out of his position, but he never 
was active enough to do anything.” 

We do not expect to find the cardinal vir- 
tues among alot of poor fellows who lead 
such lives as the firemen of St. Louis are 
compelled to lead for low wages, but we 
would like to know whether this sort of bru- 
tality is common in the departinent. O’Gor- 
MAN had been a fireman for eight years. He 
ost aneyein the great Southern Hotel fire. 
He had been pitched off his engine once be- 
fore by this same driver, WEST. 

There is something of the cameraderie 
even among barbarians, who are bound to- 
gether by the ties of a common danger, and 
every sense of decency is shocked at the 
spectacle of these men—the paid servants of 
the city—talking and acting worse than 
brutes while their unfortunate brother lay 
in the agonies of a horrible death, in the 
midst of his helpless family, only a few 
blocks away.

The Doctor, to judge by his favor- 
ite expression of homeopathic quack and fraud, 
seems afraid lest the humeopath is admitied to 
the sanctum (the code) of his more tavored_breth- 
ren. Heevidently forgets a paragraph of his be- 
loved code which says: ‘“Contumelious and sar- 
eastic remarks relative to the Faculty asa vony 


should be avoided.” 

The homeopathic practitioner is acknowledged 
by Government, enjoys the same privilege of

practice, is upheld by the opinion of eminent 
members of society. He belongs to the medical 
body, and consequently tne learned M. D. has vio- 
lated the code and should be censured.

How- 
ever, the harvest of that centry is chiefly reaped 
among the uneducated masses, and they ask for 
big pills, large vials and monster powders; the tm- 
finitesmal dose, the little pill—the spirituel, as it 
were—they laugh at. If you will prove by actual 
daia that the curriculum of the Homeopathic 
Medical College does not embrace the same 
branches, and that the average moral and intel- 
lectual standard of the professors and students is 
not equal to that of the other side, I will consider 
myself vanquished. 

In my opinion, to save life a physician should 
make use of any means, be it “Iso aleo’’ or home- 
opathy. Let him “prove all things, hold fast that 
which is good.”

The Railroad Future. 
From the New York World. 

Roughly speaking the railroad geography of the 
United States now embraces New England, the 
trunk lines, the Southern System, the Gould 
Southwestern System, the Chicago and Missouri 
River roads, the three California Pacific roads and 
the Northern Pacific. 

The railroad barons who own these different 
provinces are now living ina condition of armed 
neutrality, peace being kept only by pool commis- 
sioners and general and partial agreements. The 
peace is frequently broken, the balance of power 
cannot be maintained, the statu quo is altered 
with each day’s progress, and a change is dictated 
by the conditions of the case. The trunk lines go 
no further west thau the Mississippi, the Gould 
Southwestern stops at Toledo, the Chicago and 
Missour! River lines are extending westward and 
southwestward, watching each other like wary 
adversaries. What will the end be? 

It must inevitably be new consolidations, great- 
er corporations, stronger monopolies. Where we 
now have a hundred millions of securities we will 
have a thousand millions; a corporation which 
now owns a State will ownachain of States; a 
monopolist who buys Legislatures will have the 
means to buy Congresses; the resources which 
are now practically resistless will be increased 
tenfold. 

If the railroad monopolg in its transition period 
has become a great secret power, practically be- 
yond the control of popular government, if its in- 
terests have been powerful enough to prevail 
while it. is merely growing, what will they do 
when it is grown and in the fulness of its 
strength?

HAMILTON IN HOCK. 


Another Foreigner Plays the 
Pranks of Count Von Dan- 
nenberg.

This Time it is a Smooth-Tongued Young 
Englishman Who Makes Victims of Lawyers 
and Judges and Boarding Mistresses. 


Last night Detectives Desmond and Lawler 
made an arrest that will be gratifying news to a 


‘score of confiding citizens who have been exten- 


sively victimized by the prisoner. The early part 
of the summer marked. the advent to 
this city of Francis Hamilton, a young English- 
man of unknown antecedents. He arrrived here 


in an honorable but very inconvenient condition, 
viz, poor. This was no argument against him 
and he found littie difficulty in ingratating himself 
junto the good graces of anumber of men who are 
now nape themselves, so to speak. Briefly the 
history of the young man’s short but briiliant 
career was this: He introduced himself to a lawyer 
and behaving extremely well was introduced to 
others. In aremarkably short space of time his 
list of acquaintances had become quite lengthy. 
At this stage he began operations. With great 
reluctance he found himself obliged to admit his 
poverty, and the fact that in dire need 

HE HAD HYPOTHECATED HIS HABILIMENTS. 
He obtained money to relieve the situation withb- 
vut trouble, and managed in this way to “make a 
good front.” When his necessities did not press 
so heavily he was enabled to make better head- 
way with his general plan. He was received not 
alone at tlie Dusiness offices but also at the resi- 
dences of his victims. He was a smooth talker, 
and evidently had a good education. To most of his 
acquaintances he based his claimison the grounds 
of nationslity, claiming to be an Englishman 
of betier antecedents than his present pecuniary 
condition would indicate. He did not work any 
great while at any place but managed to live in 
coutentment. All went well until friends began 
to compare notes and each found that be had ad- 
vanced money for the same object that one, two or 
three others had. Inquiries were made and faith 
in the young protege decidedly shaken. Through 
an official friend of one of the victims, the police 
were notified and furnished a description, At 12 
o'clock last night the above named detectives 
were ronnding the corner of Seventh and Pine 
streets, When they met the young man ald took 
him in charge.

A MOSQUITO’S SUGGESTION. 


The Invention of an Instrument by Which 
Sound Can Be Seen. 


“Do vou know,” said a gentleman sitting in the 
midst of a group on the front steps of a handsome 
Pine street residepce, “that the mosquito, which 
we kill so ruthlessly for daring to dip his bill into 
our biood,is said to have sugzestea a very wonder- 
ful invention,by means of which it is calculated we 
will be enabled to see sound and to tell its direction 
as distinctly as if it were a base-bali coming 
through aclear sky ora runaway horse drawing 
the wreck of a buggy behind him as he goes dash- 
ing down a street?” 

Nobody made any response to the ques 
tion, so the gentleman went on talking. 


“Well,” said he, “I understand that an Kastern 


professor has patented a sound-indicator for 
steam vessels, by means of which it is expected 
that such accidents as collisions at sea will be 
effectually and forever prevented. The invention 
is fashioned after the model ef a mosquito’s head, 
apd in secret experiments made ir@Boston Harbor 
it worked satisfactorily, although it is not yet per- 
fecied. Theindicators attached to the mstru- 
ment in every instance pointed out the direction 
of the vessel whose whistle. or steam-horn was 
heard. And now to make you aware of the char- 
acter and purpose of the instrument, 1 will say 
that the possibility of seeing sound was 
first suggested by the mosquito. The 
head of the mosquito is a complex 
ornamental and useful piece of mechanism. Take 
up the gnat’s carcass sometime when you haven’t 
mashed him toa jelly, and with microscope or 
a good lens examine the cranial portion of bis 
wonderful anatomy. His instrument of torture is 
at once a sting, a lancet and a syphou. on each 
side of the lancet, are antenna, plamu, thin, hair- 
like appendages in the female, but hignly orna- 
mented plumes like patent bristle bottle-washers, 
in the male. When Cahokia people suddenly 
jump three feet out of bed at night and tear and 
curse and swear, they designate the bloodthirsty 
disturbers of their repose, she,and they are right. 
The she mosquito is the all-pervading 
pest with the all-invating gimiet,” The 
male is a born aude~—more ornamental 
than useful in the gaudy world he adorns, 
He flirts with the haif-million or more females of 
his harem and enjoys himself like a Turk with 
355 holidays in the year. He is proud of his 
plumes as a Long Branch “fade” of his suit of 
silvery gray, ora factory girl at a picnic of the 
first lawn dress and sea-shell nat she has acquired 
by her over-toil, 

“But the many-rayed frontal plumes of the 
m@squito are of great, of extraordinary use to 
their owner. By their aid he sees sound. The 
geutie lavgh of his lady-love, or her sbrill invita- 
tion to a 10 o’clock tea is conveyed in waves aud 
pulses through the atmosphere. Take a tuping 
tork for instance. Propérly agitated we ean 
hear all the sound, but wot everybody 
is aware that the air eon which 
the sound passes is parcelile out in 
spaces in Which th S$ condensed air followed 
by ethers in which ir 4s jrarified. These con- 
densations and rar ions constitute waves of 
sound, while the ‘pitch’ depends on the number 
of vibrations per second. Some ears are so at 
tuned that they cannot hear the souna of certain 
high-pitched tnsects, where the vibrations per 
second are almost incalculable; others again can- 
not bear the low rustling of the grasshopper 


| where the vibrAtions permit of convenient calcula- 


tion. The human ear is an intricate and quite per- 
fect piece of mechanism, but a microseome ear like 
ours wouldn't be of much use to the average mos- 
quito. The femaie mosquito has no organs of hear- 
ing, and indeed she doesn’t need them. The highly 
adorned male on the contrary can recognize and 
even admirethe monotonous music made by the fe- 
male mosquito. The vibrations of this high-pitched 
monotone impinging on the munute cilia which 
form the tiny plumes of the male mosquito, cause 
them to instantly turn in the exact direction 
whence the piping proceeds. Recognizing the 
character of the note tbe male goverus himself ac- 
cordingly. If it be flirtation in its tone, presto! 
be darts in the direction of the sound-wave as in- 
dicated by the cilia, and as infallibly finds his 
lady-love as the needle finds the loadstone or the 
smail boy the seauctive jar of . In other 
words, the mosquito sees effect produced by 
the female’s piping, and steers in her direction 
with unerring accuracy di merely keeping bis 
eye on the hairy indicators floating in front of his 
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wri guess,” remarked a short and stout red-faced 
man who was violently fanning himscif in the 
doorway. “I guess that’s how they catch on to 
our snore at night, and swarm upon us in droves

And the Little Blind Heir to All Their 
Titles and Estates. 
From the Albany Journal. 


The little Earl of ‘Arundel! is to be carried 
now to the shrine of Caravaggio, wh ere pray- 
ers for the recovery of his sight. unavailin 
elsewhere, are to be offered. We know o 
nothing at once more pitiful and more in- 
teresting than the case of this four-year-old 
heir of all the title, estates and fame of the 
great Howard family. There is a_ notion 
prevalent that the family inherits its title 
from that rough diamond, Roger Bigod, 
Earl of Norfolk, who, wheu choleric Ed- 
ward L., urging him toa distasteful advent- 
ure, eried: “By God, Sir Earl, you shall 
either go or hang!” stoutly retorted, “By 
God,’ Sir King, I will neither go nor hang!” 
and forthwith raised him an aruny of revolt 
so imposing that the King sought a reconcil- 
jation. Inreality the Bigods had lost the 
title and were well nigh forgotten when the 
Dukedom of Norfolk and Its hereditary Earl- 
Marshalship passed over to the Mowbrays, 
and thence became centered in the persou of 
a young woman, together with the estates 
and tities of the Fitz-Alans, Earls of Arun- 
del, early in the fifteenth century. ‘This 
giri, the heiress and sole representative of 
two great lines, was wedded to a smart young 
knight of Yorkshire, Sir Rebert Howarua, 
the head of a family of lawyers who had 
more Wealth than biood. It was the son of 
this marriage, John Howard, who rode into 
high favor with the York kings, was made 
a councilor by Edward ILV., and given both 
Dukedom and Marshaiship by Richard LIL, 
who found those lines which Shakspeare 
immortalizes pinned on his tent dvor on the 
morn of Bosworth fight:

EKighteenthin succes- 
sion from that tomy is the present Duke 
of Norfolk, Henry Fitzalan Howard, the 
Premier Duke and hereditary Earl-Marshal 
of England, and the foremost Catholic no- 
pieman of Great Britain. Even in his his- 
tory he is historic, for one of his ancestors 
lost his head Mi Elizabeth’s time for his de- 
votion to Rome, and, incidentally, to that 
most bewitching of Rome’s daughters, Mary 
of Scots. The Howards have kept the faith 
ever since, through good and evil report. 
‘The present Duke wedded Lady Flora Hast- 
ings, adaughter of the famous Countess of 
Loudoun, and of another very ancient fami- 
ly which draws its very name from the bat- 
tletield that gave Britain to the Normans. 
Their single son, Philip Mary Joseph, Earl 
of Arundel ‘and Surrey, was born blind. 
There has been something infinitely touch- 
ing in the devoutness of the efforts made by 
the stricken parents to avert this affliction. 
Thx poor littie boy has been blessed in per- 
son by the Pope; he has been prayed for at 
Knock, at Lourdes, and half the other 
shrines of Europe, and special invocations 
in his behalf have been enjoined more than 
once from the Vatican upon the churches of 
Europe.

THE TEXT BOOK WAR. 


A Cloud in To-Night’s Sky—The Public School 
Library. 


At the meeting of the School Board to be held 
this evening, a phase of the text book war wili be 
developed, and there is promise of an interesting 
and exciting session. The question to be dis- 
cussed to-night will be the adoption of the report 
of the course of study committee anent German 
copy books. There will be two reports—one a 
majority indorsement of the new Payson, 
Dunton & Scribner system of German 


penmanship, the other the minority report of Mr. 
Otto D’Amour, who favors the ret@tion of the 
Witter System. Mr. D’Amour, who seems to have 
a big battle on hand, was around yesterday, can- 
vassing his friends in the Board, and there seems 
to be some hope that the minority, although it is 
very small, may have strong support from the 
members of the Board. Mr. D’Amour insists that 
there is no nécessity for changing the copy-books, 

articularly when the new work is immeasureably 
{inferior to the one nowin use. It is claimed 
by those opposed to a change that the 
copy-books now offered are ~=poorer_ in 
style of penmanship and less_ instructive 
in the text than the Witter books, while the 
instructions for holding the pen. etc.,are written 
in yery bad graminar. The Payson series con- 
sists of seven book, three of which have been 
rejected because the text is not fitted to American 
scholars. Another cause of the Tesistance made 
to the néw books is foundin the sjatement that 
Prof, Teuteberg, the German superfhtendent; has 
not been consulted in regard tothe matter. The 
dignity of his position, itis thought, should have 
secured for himthe respectful attention of the 
committee, Put they entirely overlooked him and 
his duties, and without asking hima question or 
soliciting his opinion, adopted four of the Payson 
series of copy books. The meeting to-nicht is 
anxiously looked forward to for a solution of this 
trouble, ana, as has been said before,there will be 
a lively session, 

THE LIBRARY. 

“To-day for the first time in its history,” said 
Mr. Spamer, the assistant librarian, “the Public 
Schoo] Library has overdrawn its accounts. In 
making up my balance sheet I find that we owe 
the bank $42, The annual appropriation for the 
library is $12,000, the same as it was a dozen years 
ago. Itisnot enough. What would suffice to 
meet the expenses of a library with 100,000 vol- 
umes, as we had then, is not sufficient to carry on 
the business of a library with a quarter-miliion 
Yes.we have that number 
now. Well,as 1 said.we get $12,000 annually from the 
School Board, and then the receipts at the desk 
are about $3,000, making $15,000 in ail. Of this 
amount we are obliged by the rules to spend $6,000 
for new books, and the remainder goes towards 
paying the salaries, which, as you know, are not 
princely, andfor the running expenses of the 
establishment. We have not enough money. We 
tried some time ago to have the ae in- 
creased to $13,500, but the Board said no. Now we 
will endeavor to have the Board make a change 
in the division of the funds, and, instead of 86.000, 
cut the book fund down to $5,000, leaving $7,000 for 
general expenses. Compelling us to spend $6,000, 
no matter what the conaition of the book market, 
is a foolish piece of business, and I think the new 
arrangement, if itcan be effected, will give us 
sufficient to keep up with the current literature of 
the day ahd atthe same time furnish sufficient 
funds to meet all expenses. Since the cutting 
down of membership fees from $4 to $2a year, 
our receipts atthe desk have decreased, the in- 
crease in membership that was expected to follow 
not being at ail in proportion with the reduction.”

A BIG TENEMENT BUILDING. 


The Whittier Re-Christened Ashley and 
Changed in its Surroundings. 


A number of years ago one of the hardest beats 
that could fall tothe lot of a policeman was the 
Whittier building square. “Many a stalwart peel- 
er was “knocked out” by’ the thugs and murder- 
ers who roomed in this big tenement east of the 
Round-Top Market, and never a morning passed 
that Bradley, the agent of the house, wasn’t up 
before the Police Court testifying against some 


disturber. It was Bradley more than any one 
else who finally clearea the building of its 
hardest inmates and sei up a new order 
of things. He _ received his instructions of 
course from the owners of the building, 
Messrs. Cabell & January, to aliow no one to rent 
aroominthe building who wasn’t —— 
and cleanly, but it is due to his care aut capacity 
that the building is to-day one of the model tene- 
ment houses of the country. A PostT-DiIsPATCH 
reporter, looking up at the building, the name of 
which has been changed from Whittier to Asb- 
ley, and perceiving thatevery windowJjhat was not 
shaded by a vine was warm with the bright col- 
ors of a stand of flowers, concluded to take a trip 
through the place for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the interior was 4s _§ interesting 
as indicated by these unusual ornaments toa 
tenement. Bradley, the agent, was only too 
glad to act as conductor. He regreited he. was 
not given that pleasure more often. The health- 
fulness of the buildin i first expatiatea up6n 
by the agent, who took the reporter to the wide 
porches at the rear of the building, where every- 
thing in the shape of wood was scrubbed to white- 
ness, and then called atiention to the fine breeze 
which swept through the building from the south. 
The healthful but disagreeable odor of carbolic 
acid pervaded those parts of the building where 
sewage was likely to accumulate. Whoever de- 
signed the Ashley building knew the wants ofa 
tenement thoroughly... There are a half-dozen 
exits front and rear, the rooms are divided 
off by wide halls.and as they are laid out in 
suites of three Lhere are windows in every room. 
those in the centré room receiving lightfrom an 
area left for that purpose. There are 249 rooms 
in the house and from 375 to 400 people living on 
the three floors—a small town really. “We 
haven’t had a death in the house for a year,” said 
Braaley. The reporter was taken through some 
of the rooms. They were revelationsin the way 
of cleanliness, many of them being carpeted and 
all having handsome furniture, pictures and orna- 
ments. **The applicants for rooms,’ said Bradiey, 
“must prove to me that they are honest, 
good poupne or I never let them 
come in I never rent to a single 
woman ortoa manwho has no steady employ- 
ment. The result isl havethe quietest kind of 
people here.” The houseis governed by rules, 
each occupant obligating himself to abide by 
them when heenters. The Ashiey tenement is 
certainly a blossom of its kind, and with the view 
obtained from it should be included in the list of 
the city’s sights.
